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THE  YUKON  Gold  Dist"ict,  in  the 
Northwest  Territories  of  Canada, 
is  about  650  miles  lon^,  and  the  same 
^^old  belt  eontinnes  south  throujj^h  British 
Columbia  for  another  750  miles,  the  most 
of  whieh  is  unexi)l()red. 

KLONDVKE.     The  remarkal)ly  rich 
gold  diseoveries  on   the   Klondyke   River 
and  Creeks  whieh  are  tributaries  of  the 
Yukon  were  first  rejoorted  to  the  Cana- 
dian Government  last  spring,  and  upon 
the  arrival  at  Victoria  of  a  large  number  of  miners  who 
had   gone  into  the   Klondyke  poor  and   returned   with 
fortunes    in    gold    dust,    a    rush    to    the    gold    fields 
immediately    commenced,    and    steamships    have    since 
I)een  leaving  Victoria  en  route  for  the  Klondyke  Eldor- 
ado every  few  days. 

ROUTES.      Erom   the   head    of  Lynn    Canal   there 
are    three  routes   over  the  coast    range   of  mount^'ins, 
namely,  via  White  Pass  (No.  2  on  maj));  Chilkoot  Pass 
(No.  3  on  map);   and    Chilkat  Pass   (No.  4-  on   nui])). 
The    i)rincipal    travel    this   year   has    l)een 
over  the   White   Pass    and    Chilkoot   Pass. 
Improved  transportation  facilities  are  now 
being  jn-ovided   so   that  by  next  spring  it 
is  exi)ccted  that  minei-s  with  their  supplies 
will  be  able  to  travel  in  two  or  three  days 
from   I  ,ynn  Can;d  to  the  lieadwaters  of  the 
Vukon  River. 

Much  of  the  travel  next  year  will  be 
viu  thv  vStickeen  River  find  Teslin  Lake  route  (No.  1  on  map).  There  is  a  line  of  steamships  between 
Victoria  and  Wrangel,  nunith  of  the  vStickeen  River,  whei-e  connection  is  made  with  steamers  which 
transport  passengers  and  freight  to  Telegraph  Creek.  The  journey  from  Victoria  to  Telegraph 
Creek  can  be  made  comfortably  in  six  days.  There  is  good  land  travel  between  Telegraph  Creek 
and  Teslin  Lake  (120  miles).  The  country  is  open  and  nndulnting,  and  excellent  grass  alxmnds  for 
pack  animals  the  entire  distrince.  The  Dominion  rind  British  Columbia  Governments  fire  surveying 
with  a  view  of  locating  a  line  of  railway  which  it  is  exi)eetc(l  will  be  tinder  construction  next 
spring.  A  steamer  is  being  built  on  Teslin  Lake  and  will  be  ready  tor  ihe  opening  of  lake  navigation 
next    May  to  carry   passengers  and    fiviglit    to    the  Klondyke. 

The  Stickccn-Tcslin  Lake  route  \i;i  the  I lootalincpia  River  on  which  rich  diggings  have  been 
struck  avoids  tiic  dangers  and  hardship's  which  are  experienced  on  llic  mountain  passes  am!  the 
White  Horse  and  other  rapi;ls,  on  the  rotJtcs  vl/i  Lynn  Caiml. 
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,  The  Stickeen-Teslin  Lake  route  has  another  very 
as  the  prospector  upon  leaving-  the  steamer  at  Telegraph 
himself  in  the  heart  of  a  gold  country  jjractically  unexploi-ed. 
ers  intend  to  j^rospect  in  the  gold  districts  of  Cassiar  and 
])reference  to  the  Klondyke  because  they  are  in  British 
Columbia  where  there  c'lre  no  royalties  collected  or  reserva- 
tions mad".  From  Omineca  two  miners  recently  arrived 
with  $48,000  iv  gold  dust.

Tacihc  Coast,  besides  which,  the  duty,  35%,  on 
most  goods,  is  saved  The  Victoria  merchants,  from  experience  gained  in  Cariboo,  Omineca  and 
Cassiar  outfitting,  are  si)ecially  fpialified  to  advise  i)arties  going  north  for  the  first  time  the  most 
serviceable  goods  for  that  country. 

TRANSPORTATION.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  miners  and  jirosjiectors  going  to  the 
Klondyke  and  British  Columbia  (iold  ImcUIs  book  direct  to  Victoria,  which  is  the  "key"  to  the 
northern  country.  A  line  of  stcfimships  sail  from  Victoria  almost  daily  ,V  Wrangel,  Lynn  Canal  and 
St.  Michael,  and  the  steamships  of  all  other  lines  call  for  freight  and  passengers  at  Victoria,

REMEMBER 

The  Klondyke  and  Yukon  Mines  are 
in  Canadian  Territory,  and  that  all 
Goods  from  the  United  States  must 
pay  duty  at  Port  of  Entry. 
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
